•>Mr. Johnson's shattered health Is eald 
to be largely tho result ot his duties as 
ono of tho chaplains of the tiro de'piirt- 
mcnt, which ho assumed In March. 1S33, 
having been appointed to that position by 
Flro Commissioner 
Scanncll. 
Several 


years ago he lived In Tiicoma, AVash., be- 
foro ho took holy orders, nnd was a mem- 
ber of the local Ilro department of that 
city. For two years ho slept In tho enulno 
house of tho volunteer company to which 
ho belonced, PO that ho might 1m prompt- 
ly on hand whenever it flro alarm ciimo In 
during the night.

Guiana, In tho Brazilian state of Para, 
and containing 100,000 square miles, was 
claimed by Brazil and France, and Swit- 
zerland was mado arbitrator. Her de- 
cision was In favor ot Brazil. It Is now 
reported that iomo French financiers, an- 
ticipating that the decision •would bo 
favorable to France, hod already invested 
their capital In this territory. They arc 
now, It Is said, trying to cnKlnocr a dcxl 
by which tho French government will buy 
this land from Brazil. 


The Slate Department has absolutely no 


knowledge'on the subject. Its attention 
has, however, been called to tho matter, 
itnd the attempt of tho French capitalists 
to secure covcrnment aid In getting their 
money Lack will bo watched with Interest. 
Tlicro U hanlly any question, It Is said nt 
tho Department, that such action would 
bo a violation of the Monroe doctrine and 
would call forth a protest Irom tho 
United States.
